This Acquisition Agreement (the "Agreement"), made and entered into this^VrJay 
of October, 1996 by and among MEDTRONIC, INC. ("Medtronic"), a Minnesota 
corporation, WINCHESTER DEVELOPMENT ASSOCIATES ("WDA"), a sole 
proprietorship, MICHAEL A. MARTINELLI, PH.D. ("Dr. Martinelli"), an individual, and 
ENTERPRISE MEDICAL TECHNOLOGIES, INC. ("EMT"), a corporation organized 
under the laws of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts.
